made by dealers who dispense potatoes, ap- 
ples, onions, beapa, or any of the other sta- 
ple groceries which are sold by meagure. 

The elements that conduce chiefly giving 
the public the worst and the dealer the best 
of the bargain are: The dealers buy goods 
of the kinds mentioned by weight and sell 
them by measure; the measures‘in the re+ 
tail stores 6f Chicago which bear the stamp 
of approval by the City Inspector of Weights 
-and Measures rave not the cubic capacity 
required by the State laws.

Aggregate of the Frauds. 

What this amounts to in the way of fraud 
perpetrated on the public of Chicago in the 
course of a year is an interesting subject. 

A conservative commis- 
sion dealer in South Water street, who is 
known as. a potato expert, estimates the 
total consumption of potatoes in Chicago 
the y@ar through at an average of-twenty- 
five carloads, or 10,000 bushels, daily, making

others by weight to retail dealers. Taking 
60:.cents a bushel as the. average selling 
price at retail through the year, the tota] 
sum of money secured from the public in 
that length of time by fraud, on the basis of 

fifty-pound bushels, is $365,000. - 
_ Add to this proportionate amounts for the 
trade in apples, onions, beans, and, in sum-

The importance of the German 
element in the development of this State 
has been recognized on many occasions, but 
never béfore this has an effort been made 
to obtain historical material for a complete 
record of the men of German birth who ma- 
terially assisted in building up the common- 
wealth.

HATIFY END OF STRIKE. 


MACHINISTS VOTE 3,028 FOR AND 390 
AGAINST AGREEMENT. 


Compact Later Receives Signatures 
of Leading Manufacturers — Latter 
Claim to Have Carried a Vital Point 
of Direct Dealing with Workmen— 
_. History ef the Movement Which Has 
Scored a Victory for Arbitration— 
Minor Labor Troubles.

The agreement between the International 
Association of Machinists and the National 
Metal Trades association was ratified yes- 
terday afternoon at a mass-meeting of the 
machinists at the barracks of the Volunteers 
of America in West Madison street.. More 
than 3,000 men were present. 

The ratification was by ballot, and was 
not accomplished without a_ hard fight by 
radical members, who thought the machin- 

(ists were got getting as much from the 
manufacturers as they were entitled to. 
The vote was 3,028 for and 396 against. 
President O’Connel!l and General Organizer 
Reid carried the ratified agreement to the 
headquarters of the Chicago machinery 
manufacturers in the Fisher Building last 
night, where it received the signatures of 


a number of the leading manufacturers. The | 


machinists will return to work tomorrow 
morning. 

“We are willing the machinists should 
make all they can out of the settlement,” 
said a leading member of the manufacturers’ 
association, “afid do not begrudge them 
what they call their victory. The fact is, 
however, that the manufacturers have car- 
ried a vital point and in the future will have 
no relations with the business agent, but 
will deal directly with their workmen. If 
this is constdered recognition of the union 
we are not objecting.” 


‘History of the Agreement. 


The history of the-settlement of the ma- 
chinists’ strike begins with the efforts of 


the manufacturers to find a common ground 


on which to arrange their differences with 
the men. A letter bearing the signatures of 
H. W. Hoyt, Secretary of the Gates iron 
works; F. W. Pilsbey, manager of the Fred 
W. Wolf company; E. A. Warner, President 
of the Link Belt Machinery company; J. W. 
. Walser, Presidefit of the Goss Printing Press 
company; W. J. Chalmers of Fraser & 
_Cffalmers, and Robert Tarrant, was ad- 
dressed to President O’Connell and General 
Organizer Reid of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists. It contained a number of 
recommendations for incorporation in an 
agreement. 
it was also stated in the letter that if the 
proper committee, representing the machin- 
ists, would sign an agreement adopted by 
the administrative council of the National 
Metal Trades association at the Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel on March 17, and which provided 
for the men returning to work nof later than 
April 2, the manufacturers would use their 
‘+ best endéavors to secure the signatures of 
‘Aye or six prominent members of the Na- 
_ tional Metal Trades association to indorse 
the work for the establishment of certain 
principles by an arbitration committee, and 
for the carrying out of such principles by the 
_ manufacturers. 


Text of Principles. 


The text of the pripciples'to be established | 


was: 
PFirst—That the manufacturers will not dis- 

@?Piminate either directly or indirectly in any way 
against union labor. 

Second—That not more than fifty ~seyen hours 
shali constitute a week's work, from‘and after 
six months from the closing of said conference, 
and that not more than fifty-five hours shall con- 
stitute a week's work from and after twelve 
months* from the closing of said conference—the 
hours to. be divided as will best suit the con- 
venience of the employer. 

Third—That if the conference establishes a 
minimum rate of wages the employés of each 
shop shall receive an addition equal to the dif- 
ference between said minimum wage and the rate 
of wages which he was receiving at the time the 
strike commenced, providing said minimum wage 
ts higher than the rate paid at said time, but in 
' case the minimum set is lower than the rate be- 
ing paid at said time them:no deduction shall 
a be made from their pay on account of said dif- 
ferences. 

Fourth—We agree to thre pritéiples of arbitra- 
tion and that all differences arising between em- 


ployers and gheir mien that cannot be satis-: 


facto@ly settled bétween' them shal! be referred 
to the national organizations for prompt settle- 
ment, and that there shall be n6 strikes nor lock- 
outs called until every effort has been rade to set- 
tle the difference by negotiation or arbitration be- 
tween the national organizations. 

Fifth—It shall be the policy of the Stetnationa? 

> Association of Machinists and shall be so stated 
in the records of the Arbitration committee, that 
there is to be no limit in any gray placed upon 
the production of the-shop, and that they be- 
lieve in a fair day's work for a fair day's wage, 
and that this principle shall be considered as 
part of the concession to the employer for con- 
cession in working hours. 

Sixth—That all men shall be taken back as 
rapidly as possible, and there shal! be no black- 

. malling of employés by emplofers. 
Appended to the letter was the following 
‘acknowledgment: 

We hereby acknowledge the receipt of the above 
communication and agree to accept and be bound 
by the same and we recommendations therein | 
contained. 

This was signed by 
James O'Connell, International President, 

‘and Stuart Reid, General Organizer. 


Agreement for Arbitration. 


Since the receipt of the letter all the ef- 
forts of President O’Connell and General 
Organizer Reid have been directed towards 
securing the approval of the machinists of 
the above pri: ciples and their incorporation: 
th a joint agre«-ment. The success of their 

_ efforts affects .ndirectly the welfare of more 
than 200,000 machinists in the United States 
through the establishment of a_ national 
board of arbitration, according to the terms 
of the following resolution in the joint agree- 
ment: 

Resolved, That in all pending disputes and dis- 
putes hereafter to arise between members of the 
respective organizations—i. e.: any employer and 
his employés—every. reasonable effort be made 
by the said parties to effect a satisfactery ad- 
justment of the difficulty: failing in which, either 
party shall have the right to ask its reference 
to a Committee of Arbitration, which shall con- 
sist Of thé- Presidents of the National Metal 
Trades’ association and of the International! As- 
sociation of Machinists, or their representatives, 
and two other representatives from each associa- 
tion appointed by the respective Presidents. 


Minor Labor Troubles. 
A strike at the shops of the Webster Man- 


-ufacturing company, Western avénue and-— 
Piftteenth street. took place while the ma-. 


chinists were holding their ratificaticn meet- 
' ing. The men will go back to the shop to- 
morrow morning. 

Another street car fight between union and 
non-union workmen took place in the after- 
noon on the Forty-third street line. Carl 
Woltschlager, who had followed Edward 
Alslinger from: the & C. shops in Chi- 
cago Heights to the city, assaulted the lat- 
‘ter. The thenhad some words, and Alsling- 
er drew a revolver to defend himeelf, when 
Woltschlager jumped on him and bore him 
. to the floor of the car. 

Both men were struggling for possession 
of the weapon when they were arrested and 
taken to the Hyde Park Station. Alslinger 
was locked up charged with disorderly con- 
duct and carrying a concealed weapon, while 
Woltschiager was booked on tite charge of 
disorderly conduct.

One word, in closing, about an awful 
nuisance that survives in your city. I refer 
to the system of tdking lodgers into police 
stations. Last Tuesday I visited the Har- 
rison Street Station. What! I saw there re- 
called New York's experience in its worst 
days. In fact, it outdid it. A bare asphalt 
floor for men and women to sleep upon! 
Big, fat rats ran over it in broad daylight. 
At the rear of the cells that opened on this 
space an open drain ran like a river, admit- 
ting the rats. In this, amid perennial gloom, 
the homeless wretches are housed, as many, | 
I am told, as 6,000 or 7,000 In a night In 
the stations. There they huddle, and thence | 
they sally forth in the morning to beg their | 
food from docr to door, since they get noth- 
ing to eat at thestation. I told how we abol- 
ished the outrage in. our town, and how we 
replaced it with decent lodging, breakfast, 
and: a system of inquiry that sifted the 
tramps from the honestly homeless. I was 
not prepared to find you in a worse state 
than we were in then. And when the police- 
man who showed us around said, contemptu- 


lodgers than of the dogs in’ the street,’’ I 
lost patience and told him I did not wonder. 
A filthier police station I never saw, and I 
have seen many. I fought ten years to abol- 
ish that nuisance in New York, and I lived 
to see it go.

CONCERT TO AID THE POOR. 


Apollo Club to Give an Entertainment 
for the Forward Movement’s 
Outing Fund. 


Seventy-five members of the slub, 
under the direction of Harrison M. Wild, 
will give a concert on next Thursday even- 
ing in the Fullerton Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, Fullerton avenue and Larrabee 
street, for the benefit of the outing fund of 
the Forward Movement. 

The Forward Movement has purchased a 
full tract of 150 acres, extending from 
Lake Kalamazoo to Lake Michigan, a dis- 
tance of half a mile. This is known as the 


part of it a building with a capacity for 
seventy-five children has been erected. 
These children will be taken from the down- 
town district, in which the Forward Move- 
ment resident house is located. 

The outing fund will pay the board of 
these children, each of whom will remain 
from one to four weeks. The expense of 
board is estimated at $2.50 a week apiece. 
The children will be formed into what is 
termed a nature study school, and will be 
divided into companies of twenty and placed 
in care of a teacher. There will be no 
books, and the largest freedom will be ex- 
ercised in roaming over hills and through 
valleys. Especial attention will be devoted 
to physical culture dnd daily exercises in 
swimming, gardening, and studying how 
plants grow and animals live. 

A carefully prepared course, or method, is 
being arranged by some prominent edu- 
cators to guide in the study of nature and in 
handling of children from the districts in 
which poverty abounds. It is found that 
even the vacation schools in the city, where 
they are taken only to the country for a 
day each week, under the hand ofa teacher, 
have had a favorable tendency in the re- 
duction of child criminality. It is believed 
that when so little does such great good 
the Forward Movement’s plan will meet 
with even greater success. 

The park will be opened on June-17. Ar- 
rangements are being made to have the 
Apollo club attend and sing for the chil- 
dren. The nature study school will com- 
mence soon after the opening of the park. 

The headquarters of the Forward Move- 
ment are at 221 South Sangamon street. 
The children taken out this year as pupils 
of the nature study school will be those who 
have earned the privilege by attendance at 
clubs and classes in the last year.

When the King of Si came to Europe he 
first visited Venice, and there is no other 
city in the world which can better be com- 
pared with Bangkok. As is the ancient city 


of the Doges, so is Bangkok a city of canals. 


On both banks of the somber, yellow floods 
of the Menam extends an apparently inex- 
tricable ##byrinth of canals over the thirty 
square miles of lowland, on which, within 
white, tower-covered walls, 
capital, Bangkok, is situated. There are 
indeed two cities, so to.speak, one upon an- 
other. First, the town of the river and the 
canals, on which thousands and thousands 
of houses float about, and pn which such a 
lively traffic is carried on in smaller and 
larger boats that one can pase only with the 
greatest difficulty. Then, a little higher, lies 
on the mainland a waa ty, with stone 
and wooden buildings and a’ dense maze of 
streets, crossing the canals by numerous 
picturesque bridges. Further up, in what 
one might call the inner city, the. streets 
become scarcer and scarcer, canals more and 
more numerous, and at the same time small- 
er, until finally only large rice fields, are 
left, each one a few. miles in area and sur- 
rounded on all sides by canals. Behind these 
rise the dark walls of tropical virgin forest, 
with its rare, strangely formed, 
giant trees garlanded with lianas. 

Bangkok has about 800,000 inhabitants, of 
whom at least one-third, if not more, live 
on the water. As far as the eye can see, on 
both sides, up-stream and. down, there are 
houses anchored one to anoth n double, 
triple, and quadruple lines. And, how pic- 
turesque, how strange they are with their 
steep roofs running out into tapering or horn- 
like gables, of which many of these floating 
houses have two, side by side. Around these 
dwellings are verandas. The front wall of 


the house can be turned outward and up-— 


ward until it forms, in a horizontal position, 
a kind of sheltering roof, the whole resting 
upon a float of bamboo canes or planks.’ Day

Splendid and most luxurious also are the 
royal cremation palaces. All bodies are 
cremated in Siam. When a member of the 


‘royal family has died, the body is kept for 
several months in a casket placed inside of . 


one of the pagodas in the royal temple city 
before the cremation takes place. But dur- 
ing this time the body is treated just as if 
living; daily a procession goes to the pagoda 
carrying to the dead all kinds of provisions, 
cigarets with matches, even the napkins 
are. taken. Priests in fantastic costumes 
keep guard; they sit around the pagoda on 
mattings, and when their daily prayers are 
over they eat and drink and play chess, 
which is much liked in Siam, as.if they were 
soliders in the sentry-box and not servants 


_of the god. The cremation itself takes place 


with the greatest ceremony and festivities. 
The Siamese people are the most earnest fol- 
lowers ‘of Buddhism; they consider death the 
most fortunate event in life, and accordingly 
funeral solemnities always present occa- 
sions for great pomp and gay festivities. 


A POPULOUS HAREM. _ 

Right behind the fairy-like main-palace 

are the palatial buildings where the royal 
It is a city in itself, ab- 
solutely closed.to.any strange eyes. How 
many inmates there are, nobody knows. 
The father of the present King, the famous 
King Mongkut, left, when he died, 800 chil- 
dren. The present King, who is 46 years old, 
is said to have about the same number. 
“A companion of the Duke of Penthiévres, 
who some twenty years ago vis!*ed Siam and 
who, in a weak moment King.Mongkut in- 
trodticed into the harcm, estimated the num- 
ber of inmates by thousands. Where do 
they all come from? Nobody knows. Cer- 
tain it is that if an agent of the King re- 
ports to him of having seen a beautiful girl 
whose parents are of noble descent, his 
Majesty sends a herald to them, asking their 
consent to have their daughter educated in 
his palace and to place’ her” among his 
‘* Nang-hams,"" as the inmates are called. 
This permission is of course never refused. 

The prospect of having the King as a sort 
of son-in-law, and to draw advantage from 
such a connection, not seldom induces fami- 
lies to offer their prettiest daughter, grand- 


daughter, or niece for the “ honorable posi- 


tion of a royal concubine.”’ 

There is|much social life in Siam, . At the 
numerous court festivities the- foreign Min- 
isters and great merchants of Bangkok are 
welcome guests, and the fabulous splendor 
displayed on such occasions can scarcely be. 
described. Charming is the originality one 


finds in Siam from the King down to the 


poorest fisherman. In this respect the Indo- 
Chinese kingdom is perhaps the most curious 
land on the globe. Though Western civili- 
zation has penetrated: this«country to a 
large extent, yet its people have not thrown 
off the native customs and manners. Siamese 
women dress today as they did 100 years 


ago, and they know well how to dress. 


QUEER THEATERS. 

The: number ‘of theaters in Bangkok is 
great. In music, as well as in art, the Sia- 
mese have attained a far higher standard 


than their east Asiatic neighbors. The Si- 


= 


amese, being passionate gamblers, and the 
crafty Chinese, who, by the by, have suc- 
ceeded in controlling most of the local com- 
merce and industry of Siam, are perfectly 
well aware of the fact that nothing else at- 
tracts the Siamese more than theatrical en- 
tertainments, a reason why their gambling- 
houses are generally connected with thea- 
|} ters. Both. men. and women are fanatic 
gamblers. The rage for play knows no dis- 
tinetion of sex. Take Monte Carlo, and add 
to this that the Siamese women and girls are 
left fully at liberty in their doings, and as 
soon as their Gay's work is done many of 
them hurry to the theater or gambling- 
house, and some conception of the amount of 
play may be had. 

‘By these theaters, called “Jakon” in 
Siamese, one must not, however, expect to 
find such as in our country. They general- 
ly are rude and simple. The greater part 
consists of a common hut, where the gam- 
bling parties sit on mattings; in the rear 
there is a kind of stage, where from six to 


}. ten girls are demonstrating their art, whilst 


a few musicians play lusty melodies on old 
Siamese instruments. The plays represent 
chiefly the life of ancient Siamese heroes 
and gods, as describid in the Buddhistic 
books. These theaters are only attended by 
the lower classes. Fur the middle class 
there exists a theater in Bangkok which éan 
accommodate from 800 to 1,000 persons; this 
is called the Princess Theater. It was found- 
ed by a Siamese Prince, Phya Mahin, whe 
is deriving a handsome proifit from it. All 
the actresses—no men play in Slam—dancing 
girls, orchestra women, are his personal 
property, his slaves. The rich Siamese have 
their own theaters, which are in many cases 
luxuriously fitted out. The actresses when 


and jewelry. The Siamese girls, rule, 
are admirable dancers, their motions being 
graceful and pleasirg. In many a Princely 
household the muintenance of this luxury 
involves the expenditure of enormous sums. 
“The most striking feature in the streets 
of Bangkok are the Buddhist fviests. Holy 
Rome certainly has never possessed so many 


| priests as Bangkok, and never so many tem- 


ples and monasteries. Siam can boast of 
possessing more than 1,200 monasteries and 
over 100,000 priests. Nowhere in the world 
does the religion play. such an important 
part, penetrating into public and social life, 
governmental and public instruction, and 
nowhere else is Buddhism in a more flourish- 
Ing condition than in Siam, without, how- 
ever, being a real religion in our sense. The 
temples are not places of worship, the 
monasteries not intended for religious or- 
ders, the priests are not ministers. Con- 
nected with each temple there is the dwell- 
ing for the priests—long, flat, one-story 
buildings of the simplest kind. Contrary to 
the mochees of the Mohammedans, the tem- 
ples and monasteries of the Buddhists are 
open to the foreigner, and it is not even nec- 
essary to take the hat off. Whilst the tem- 
ples generally are real treasuries, the monas- 


| terles are poor in every respéct. 


In reality the Buddhist priests are noth- 
ing but beggars. When entering the priest- 
hood they give’ up all earthly goods, being 
dependent during their whole priesthooil 
upon. the charity of the people, They have 
to obtain by begging on the street al) their 
necessities, clothes, provisions, and imple- 
ments. With the exception of sandals they 


are not allowed to wear any footwear, ani 


once a month they have to shave with a cop- 


, per razor the hair of the head and eyebrows,

. Each day from noon to the next morning 
they are not allowed to take any food, they 
dare not work, play, or accept money; and

lation takes to In greater numbers, none 
which is more esteemed, even by the Net 
Buddhists, his royal Majesty, 
King,.than this religious mendicant 


PRIESTS ARE BEGGARS. 


In the morning hours the streets of Bang- 
kok are crowded with priests who wander 
about begging for.their daily bread They 
wear a loin cloth slung around the hips, 
thereon a-long gown of light yellow stuff 
with many folds similar to the Roman toga. 
The end of this gown ts slung around ’the 


left shoulder, whilst the right shoulder and | 


breast remain naked. Under the gown they 
carry an iron pot held by a cord around the 
left shoulder, whilst on the right arma sack 


is slung. In the right hand they hold before 


the face a fan made of the leaves of the 
Talapat palm. Thus they wander from house 
to house to receive at the door a charitable 
gift.’ The women are. generally waiting for 
them, greet them respectfully with hands 
crossed upon the brow. Without a word of 
thanks, without casting a glance at the 
benefactor, the monks proceed to the next 


house, until their pot is filled. Then they ~ 


return to their monastery, where the first 


meal since the previous noon is taken. The — 


same procession is made on the canals in 
small, simple boats. - 

The respect paid to the priests is intended 
for the gown, the profession, not for the 
bearer themselves. Though they enjoy per- 
sonally a certain respect, this is chiefly be- 
cause since the accession to the crown of 
the present King the priests have the entire 
public education in their hands. King 
Chulalongkorn has, it is true, established 
some high schools, but the Siamese boys re- 
ceive their primary education in these 
monasteries. Any one can enter this priest- 
hood at any time and leave It again at pleas- 
ure. Such being the case in Siam it is no 
wonder that about one-twentieth of the male 
population is in the monasteries. When «a 
young man decides upon becoming a priest 
he simply changes his ordinary dress to that 


of the yellow style, has his head and eye- . 


brows shaved, plucks his beard hair out, and 
so becomes a priest. His relatives and 
friends accompany him in a boat to the se- 
lected monastery, where he is received by 
the abbot. The latter conducts him to the 
yard, where he is met by twelve priests and 


where the examination begins. The ques- 


tions are as strange as the whole matter 
itself. He ts asked whether he is a-male;. 
whether he has ever been bewitched, crazy, 
indebted, a slave, ora fugitive! Whether he 
has reached his twentieth year; whether his 
parents. have consented to his entering the 
monastery and whether he is provided with 
the iron pot and knapsack. If these ques- 
tions are satisfactorily answered he is taken 
to the place where his friends have assem- 
bled, of whom Ss abbot then asks if there is 
any objection. his not being case the 
ceremony is finished. Married people are 
divorced by the husband's entry into a 
monastery and the woman may form another 
marriage, whilst the husband has to follow 
the vow of. celibacy, for woe to him if he 
should dare to break it during his priesthood. 
He would be expelled from the monastery 
and receive publicly a sound thrashing. For 
three days he would be conducted through 
the streets of the town where an officer of 
the law loudly announces his crime. He 
then becomes a slave of the government and 
has for the rest of his life to cut grass for 


‘the royal elephants. 


Such is the life of Siam!

GOLD MEDAL AWARDED BY ART ACADEMY.

Mr. Linch was born in Peru, but was 
brought up in Paris, and studied art at the 
BEicéle des Beaux Arte under Lehmann, and 
his artistic character is altogether Parisian 
in its development. Like most foreigners he 
felt the charm of Parisian life, and was im- 
pressed particularly with the grace and 
charm of French women, whose delicacy and 
refinement he so admirably characterizes on 
canvas. 

Since his visits to this country he finds this 
sentiment divided by his admiration for the 


types of beauty peculiar to this country—a_ 


. special beauty which he Gescribes as some- 
thing almost unknown in the old world, and 
exists not alone in the features, but in the 
euppleness and the harmony of iimes in the 
body, the elegance of the attachment of the 
neck to the shoulders, and the straight car- 


riage of the figure common in the Anglo-. 


Saxon race. Of the tendency which he en- 
deavors to express in his pictures Mr. Lynch 
says: “I aim at an absence of all anecdotio 
explanation. A work should speak for 
itself, not by a little story which it recounts. 
The simple charm of the picturesque qual- 
ities of light, color, and harmony of forms is 
a vast field, and ought to suffice for the ex- 
pression of one’s artistic idea.” | 
Although the grandfather and great- 
grandfather of Mr. Lynch were painters he 


does not believe that heredity so much as, 
avironment is responsible for one's artistic * 


tendencies. 

He began his artistic studies when 18 years 
old by drawing from the antique sculpture 
‘¢n the Louvre, and when in Paris he does not 
allow a week to pass without visiting its 

wonderful collections, where he conetantly 
@isoovers new subjects of esthetic enjoy- 


ment. - 
“ I believe,” he said in a conversation in the 
Reinhardt Galleries last week, ‘“‘that the 
most modern tendencies of painting cannot 
break brusquely away from the old masters. 
The development of art is parallel with that 
of humanity, and forms a chain, each link of 
which is attached to the preceding one.” 


At Moulton’s Gallery there are a number 
of ntings of farm scenes and farm 
products by A. Montgomery. 

Indian corn piled up in sacks, strewn over 
the floor, or hanging by its husks, furnishes 
the subject of many of his works. 

In the window a part of a corn crib is 

built around one of his pictures and a 
few ears and loose grains are scattered 
about to give passers-by an opportunity to 
guess which corn was grown and which is 
the product of Mr. Montgomery’s imitative 
skill. | 
- Artists and connoisseurs say that such 
painting is not art, but it is what pleases 
nine-tenths of the public more than art. 
Mr. Montgomery doubtless has recognized 
this fact and with his tact and enterprise 
has succeeded in getting his work into the 
residences of some of the most prominent 
people of Chicago and other cities, including 
the White House. One of his pictures has 
been accepted by Commissioner General 
Peck for the Agricultural department of the 
United States exhibit at the Paris exposi- 
tion. President Harper of the Chicago Uni- 
versity has taken an interest in his work 
to the extent of buying some of it and 
persuading others to do likewise. . 

Ruskin’s axiomatic rule for measuring the 
value of a work of art by.the taste and 
skill required to produce it, applied to work 
of this class, would show that it is at 
best only half art, as its production depends 
almost upon skill alone. 

In some of Mr. Montgomery’s pictures of 
sheep and his landscapes there are quali- 
ties of tone which are of infinitely more artis- 


tic value than his cleverest imitations of 


nature. 


Two examples of the work of Adolph 
Schreyer of exceptional quality are ex- 
hibited at Reinhardt’s Gallery. One which 
is representative of the artist’s best style 
shows a troop of Arab soldiers hidden ina 
. depression of a broad rolling plain, while a 
scout, watched by the chief, mounted on an 
eminence in the foreground, rides toward 
a point in the hazy distance, where columns 
of smoke are seen rising, as if from an en- 
campment of an enemy. The sky is partly 
overcast, and the low afternoon sunlight is 
seen in patches on the distant plain and 
glinting on the figures in the foreground, 
bringing the gorgeous colores of their cos- 
tumes and accouterments into brilliant 
- prominence. There is a careful finish in the 
drawing not found in inferior works by this 
artist, and some of the notes of color and 
their combinations are of remarkable rich- 
ness. The other picture by this artist shows 
a broken down wagon, heavily loaded, ina 
snow-storm on a Wallachian steppe. The 
horses are standing unhitched and crowded 
together, as if to protect themselves from 
the storm, while the teamsters labor to re- 
pair the damage. This painting is also ex- 
cellent in quality. | 

A small picture of a Dutch interior with 
an old woman seated with her back to the 
light, which enters from a window, near her, 
a three-legged table and a few other meager 
mecessories render the sentiment of poverty 
the dominant one of the picture. It is by 
Bernard de Hoog, but closely resembles the 
style of Israels in its richness of tone and 
subdued effect of diffused Nght. A large 
picture of sheep and lambs on a pasture near 
the seashore by Verboeckhoven is character- 
istic of that artist’s best style. 

Other new works by Kaemmerer Laissment 
and painters of popular figure subjects are 
shown, and a small but excellent landscape 
with sheep drinking in a river by Charles 
Jacque.

Immense Excavations Where Giant 
gines Will Furnish the Heat, Light, and 
Motive Power of the Universal Fair. 


One of the most interesting parts of the 
exposition is the underground: machinery, 
the heart of the great fair.’ To carry off the 
smoke from below two huge chimneys were 
bulit which form two of the clous of the expo- 
sition.

They each measure 80 yards high, 12 yards

diameter at the summit. More than 1,500,- 
000 ordinary bricks were employed in their 
construction and 400 square yards of orna- 
mental ceramic bricks. The brick used 
alone weighs 16,000,000 of pounds and cost 
$20,600. One hundred and thirty-three oak 
stakes, each thirty feet long, were driven in 
the ground to support the foundations. The 
chimneys are the most curious ever built 
at an exposition, | 

The machines which furnish the motor 
force for the exposition are under ground. 
They have 40,000 horse power. Twenty 
thousand horse power by day is employed 
to keep the exposition machinery in motion 
and to supply the motor force for the light- 
ing. The steam consumption by the hour 
is 400,000 pounds. Eighty generators supply 
the steam. 


The underground “ canals,” as they are 


called, through which the steam, gas, and 


water pipes pass, are marvelous. Here, too, 


are the electric wires. The canals are 1,500 
yards. long,.2. yards and 7 inches high, 
and. 2 yards wide. The *canals’’ which 
conduct the smoke are even larger. An omni- 
bus. could easily pass through several cf 
them. The smoke will be consumed; there 
will. be no smoke visible to mar the beauty 
of the Parisian sky. The quantity of water
